MAN’ WHO WAS KILLED IN 
FIGHT OVER PUMPKIN PIE. 
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DEATH FOLLOWS 
A DEMAND FUR 
PUMPKIN PIE 


James Fraine, Boarder, Killed by 
Neil Martin, Waiter, After 
They Had Quarreled Over a 
Second Helping. 


A piece of pumpkin ple was the irritant 
that aroused a latent enmity, and a. glass 
of beer touched off a _ tragedy at 12:00 
o’clock Monday morning in Alber’s Hotel, 
2100 North Broadway. 

John Fraine, a boarder in the house, 
was shot through the heart and instantly 
killed by Neil Martin, a bartender and 
waiter, as he stood before the bar protest- 
ing at the treatment accorded him. 

The men had long disliked one another, 
and it is said by other boarders and em- 
ployes of the hotel that they took every 
eceasion.to annoy each other. 

Sunday night the ple incident occurred, 
on. was pati to tt 
as the probable cause of a tragedy. Fraine 
ate his supper at 6:9 o’cloek and finished 
it off with a piece of pumpkin pie. He 
liked it so well that he ordered Martin, 
who was waiting on the table, to bring 
him another wedge. Martin said there was 
no more and Fraine left the table to learn 
later that other boarders were afterwards 
served with it. 

Martin and Fraine had a few words over 
the incident Fraine left the house and 
Martin is said to have threatened to ‘get 
square’’ with Fraine. 

Shortly after midnight Fraine returned 
to the hotel and went up to the bar, behind 
which Martin was serving drinks. Fraine 
ealled for a glass of beer and Martin set 
before him a small glass of the fluid. 
Fraine asked for a larger glass. 

The men were eyeing one inother and in 
the silence that ensued the cust xners in 
the bar watched them closely. anticipsiing 
trouble. 

Martin put a larger glass before Fraine, 
emptied the contents of the small glass into 
it and pushed it across the bar. 

This was the crowning Insult. loth men 
flakhed. into furious anger, and before any- 
one present realized what was o-vurring 
Martin had fired a revolver and Fraine had 
dropped dead upon’ the foor. 

Martin was immediately arrested and 
taken to the North Market Street Police 
Station. where he told the police that he 
had fired in self-defense. Fraine, he said, 
had attempted to strike him acrose the bar, 
and.finding he could not reach so far, 
picked up the beer glass. Martin feared 
he would be struck with It. and fired a 
shot from a revolver that lay beneath the 
bar. 

The body of Fraine was taken to the 
Morgue, where a letter ‘addressed to his 
mother at Lewistown, Pa., was found in 
his pocket. 

Sergt. Trojanowski of the Fifth district 
police says Traine made no attempt to 
strike Martin. The police say they have 
been informed by an employe of the hotel 
that Martin had displayed the revolver, 
saying he was going to kill Fraine the 
firet chance he got. His attention wds 
drawn to the fact that it was not loaded.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Communication 
with the West, after having been cut off 
for many hours by Sunday's storm, was re- 
established soon after 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing by the Associated Press. This was ac- 
complished through a telephone wire be- 
tween Baltimore and Chicago. Morse tele- 
graph instruments displaced the telephonic 
devices and a restricted service was at 
once begun. It developed that Washington 
had been In almost constant communica- 
tion with the West during the night, and 
news sent by the Associated Press from 
the New York office to Boston, thence byt 
way of, and, Me. and the Canddian 
telegraph lines to Chicago and the West, 
was relayed back to poipts east of Chicago 
as far as Washington. 

The private wires of almost every Stock 
Exchange commission heuse were out of 
commission. One prominent firm had com- 
munication over its direct wires to Phila- 
delphia and similar communication was had 
with Boston, though with some difficulty. 

On the Cotton Exchange business was vir- 
tually at a standstill. All telegraph wire 
communication to New Orleans was cut off, 
and across the quotation board on the trad- 
ing floor was written, ‘“‘No wires.’

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The President's ride to. &:. 
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Much aia Has Reduced This Branch of Warfare to a Game of 
Skill, 


Science has ever played such a prominent 
role in this branch of warfare that at the 
present juncture it is interesting to recall 
the story of its progress as revealed by fa- 
mous sieges, and this without mixing it up 
with such a vast subject as the history of 
fortification. According to Voltaire the frst 
use of artillery in sieges occurred at Ro- 
morantin in 136, but if Edward III em- 
ployed guns at Crecy (a point which has 
been much debated) it may safely be 
firmed that he used them at the siege of 
Calais in 1347. 

However, 
fifteenth centuries were of the rudest make 
and powerless to inflict any serious damage 
on stoutly built fortresses. Thereupon, the 
next step was the invention of an explosive 
projectile, towit, the bomb, and also of a 
special short cannon, the mortar, to dis- 
charge the former verticaliy. 


Bombs are said to have been invented in 
14% by a man at Venlo, but for more than 
100 years they were only sparingly used in 
the Dutch and English armies alone. In 
1643 mortars for bombshells were cast at 
Buckstead, Sussex, and at the same period 
two of Henry VIII's “feedmen,” namely. 
Peter Baud, a Frenchman born, and another 
alien. Peter Van Collen, invented a hollow 
eastiron shot. “stuffed with wildfire,”” and 
set with fire-kindlers. Mr. Malter, an Eng- 
plish engineer, first taught the French the 
art of throwing bombs from mortars. which 
was first practiced on a large seale at the 
siege of Motte in 1634. 


Vauban’s Great Discovery. 

before the time of Vauban the superiority 
was on the side of the defense. but his gen- 
fus so completely reversed the case that 
the success of an attack, conducted sclen- 
tifically and with adequate means, has been 
until the present time a matter of certainty. 
As the inventor of parallels in sieges, he 
discovered and perfected the irresistible 
system of attack which has ever been so 
successfully followed. 
Vauban, again, was the father of the art 
of mining. which he employed with tre- 
mendvuus effect in both the attack and de- 
fonse fortresses. The best defense ever 
drawn from counter-mines was that of the 
elttade!] of Tourney, which he called his mas- 
terpiece, in 1709. All the works belonging 
to this citadel were undermined. Ater the

Shrapnel was first fired at the bombard- 
ment of Fort Amsterdam, Surinam, in 
April, 1804,.and had so excellent an effect 
as to cause the garrison to surrender after 
receiving the second shell. The enemy was 
so astonished at the weapon as not to be 
able to account for how he apparemtly suf- 
fered from musketry at so great a distance 
is 260 yards. The action of shrapnel was 
unknown outside Pngland unti] 1834, 

The peninsular sieges form a distinctive 
group and deserve special notice on ac- 
count of the numerous instances of assault 
ami esclade which they present. Assault 
of the breach and esclade were almost un- 
known in the earlier sieges. Vauwban's in- 
fluence had made the attack and defense of 
fortresses a game of chess, so to speak. 

For example, hés idea that the systematic 
occupation of a breach justified capitula- 
tion in advance was religiously observed. 
This and other rules were defied by the 
British and French in the peninsula, where, 
owing to the bad condition in which the 
fortresses were maintained by the Span- 
lards, permanent fortifications could not 
be exmected to show to advantage. Never- 
theless, purtly on account of the indifferent 
resources of the besiegers, and partly by 
reason of the vigorous defense made by 
the French, the sieges equaled those of 
th preceding century im average duration. 
The French proved that if a breach is well 
retrenched and provided with obstacles 
conceivable superiority of courage 
counterbalance such advantages,’’ 
Sir G. Clarke.

GHISIS IS NEA 


Prince Mirsky’s Step Toward Po- 
litical Freedom Has Divided the 
Supporters of Government and 
Movement Is Now Trembling in 

Balance. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 14.—Russia is 


facing a great internal crisis, which, in the 
minds of intelligent Russians, overshadows 
in importance all questions relating to for- 
eign politics. A new, broad and liberal 
movement seems not only under way, but 
gaining momentum daily, and the best 
feature of it is that it is entirely divorced 


from any radica) revolutionary propaganda. 
Prince Sviatopolk-Hirsky, the miniater 


of the interior, has given the movement 
impetus, but has done so against the most 
powerful influences and behind the scenes 
a bitter struggle is waging for imperial 
suj port. During the coming week the first 
test of strength is likely to occur, the 
reeult of which may mean much for the 
history of Russia. 

The policy of reaction which had grown 
#teadily since the accession of Alexander 
Ili seemed suddenly to lose its main bul- 
wartk when Mr. Von Plehve fell. With 
the advent of Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky and 
/his frank appeal for a policy of mutual 
confidence between government and people, 
a tremendous liberal rebound occurred, 
rai@ing, perhaps unjustifiably, high hopes 
and aspirations. 

An American enjoying absolute political 
freedom can hardlf appreciate the full sig- 
nifi¢ance of what the changes that have 
occurred since Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky's 
inauguration means in a land of absolutism.

He does 
not have recourse to the usual polite fiction 


in making known his candidacy. He frank- 
ly says that he has not been urged by his 
friends. On the contrary, he thinks his 
friends would urge him not to do it if they 
knew that he contemplated becoming a 
candidate. 

At least they did in 1898, when he became 
an independent candidate for Congress jn 
the Eleventh district. running againést 
Charles F. Joy and Edward A. Noonan.

He will have to obtain the signatures of 
1000 voters to a petition in order to get his 
name on the official ballot. but he intends 
to go to the trowble to get them.

He has six grown children. 

He has not outlined the reforms he would 
strive to bring about !f he should be 
elected. “I would exercise common sense 
and good judgment.” he says, “and deal 
with questions as they came up in a com- 
mon-sense way. I would applv myself to 
the breaking up of the practice of fran- 
chises being obtained by briherv. I favor 
the municipal ownership of public utilities, 
such as light, heat and telephones. as far 
As practicable, and where not practicable, 
the sale of franchises to the highest bid- 
ders. The revenue from privileges should 
be enough for the economical administra- 
tion of the city’s affairs.’ 

He expects to continue to be an inde- 
nendent candidate for one office or another 
from time to time being willing to suffer 
defeat if thereby he can further the ultt- 
mate realization of his aspirations for in- 
dependence in municipal politics.

Henry Franke Charges August H.

Henry Franke began euit Monday before 
Judge McDonald in the Circuit court 
against his brother, Augus: H. Franke, of 
1110 Newhouse avenue, for $5000 damages 
for having caused him to be incarcerated 
in the St. Louls asylum for the insane, 
without his having first been adjudged in- 
sane. ‘ 

Henry Franke was tn the asylum for 12 
months. and probably would still be there 
had not his case come to the attention of 
W. Scott Hancock, assistant circuit attor- 
ney. Mr. Hancovk brought the matter be- 
fore Judge Henderson of the Probate 
court. who called the late Dr. Runge, then 
superintendent of the asylum, to task for 
permitting a man to be locked ‘in the aAsy- |} 


lum without judgment. 

Franke was released and the sujt was 
filed, making Dr. Runge a party, in 19M. 
lr. Runee’s death brought the suit wholly 
upon August H. Franke. 

One of ‘the #ymptoms of insanity urged 
py August UW. Franke against his brother 
was that he chewed too much tobacco, 
and that his brains had become addled 
with nicotine. thus disturbing the peace 
of his wife This charge Was expressed 
in a letter to Henry Franke. 

Dr. Herman L. fetert, former superin- 
tendent of the ¢ ‘ity Hospital, after examin- 
ing the records of tnat institutio stated 
that Henry Franke had been int obser- 
vation ward and that he would vt have 
been sent to the City Asylum without the 
signature of his brother, or some other 
relative, to the complaint. He said the 
record showed that observations made of 
Henry Franke showed that while he was 
not violentiv insane, his mind was not 


wholly sound.
